And to this 
must be added the custom of work- 
ing by contract, and the concentra- 
tion of so many branches of trade 
in the hands of a few individuals, 
so that a small number of very 
rich men have been able to lay upon 
the masses of the poor a yoke little 
better than slavery itself.” Surely 
these words will dispel any false 
idea that the Church is in league 
with Capital.

Does the Catholic Church permit 
her children to be married with a 
double ceremony, that is, by a 
priest and later by a minister, in 
order that a non-Catholic party to 
a mixed marriage may be satisfied? 


No. The Canon Law (Canon 
1063) expressly forbids a Catholic 
to give or renew his matrimonial 
consent before a non-Catholic min- 
ister. Catholics who do so by this 
very fact incur excommunication, 
for such an action is an open pro- 
fession of heresy or schism. We 
must not sacrifice principle merely 
to please the unthinking, and if 
the first marriage is considered 
binding until death, why should a 
sensible person wish to go through 
a second ceremony? In countries 
that insist upon a civil ceremony 
for all marriages, a Catholic is 
permitted, in fact bound, to obey 
the law to insure his civil privi- 
leges. The civil marriage in such 
cases is regarded merely as a legal 
formality; it has no religious sig- 
nificance whatsoever.

If a per- 
son is convinced that the Catholic 
Church is the true Church, he is in 
conscience bound to join. that 
Church. The saying that it does 
not matter what a man believes, 
provided he does what is right, in- 
volves a contradiction. It implies 
that a man may believe things to 
be true and do just what is con- 
trary to what he believes. Besides 
“doing what is right” includes also 
“listening to the Church.” No one 
who is convinced that the Catholic 
Church is the true Church, and yet 
refuses to become a Catholic, can 
say that he does “all that is right.” 
He transgresses wilfully and con- 
tinually a most important Com- 
mandment of God, and is, in fact, 
a sinner in the eyes of God, what- 
ever he may be in the eyes of his 
fellow men. Outside of the Cath- 
olic Church there is no salvation 
for those who know her to be the 
true Church and refuse to submit 
to her. Such persons will be lost, 
not because of the wrongs which 
they have done, but because of 
what they have omitted to do. 

Is it not possible that you ex- 
aggerate the material loss which 
you ‘would have to suffer were you 
to become a Catholic? Today 
Catholics are accepted in practi- 
eally every walk of life, and non- 
Catholic prejudice is being lessened 
daily. This is especially true in 
cities, such as the one in which you 
live, where Catholics constitute a 
large percentage of the popula- 
tion. In such centers nen-Catho- 
lics have, through their acquaint- 
ance with Catholics, learned that 
the many slanderous tales which 
are told about the Catholic Church 
and her members are not true. In 
any event your eternal welfare is 
far more important than your 
material or temporal welfare; so 
I would advise you to follow your 
convictions and begin taking in- 
structions preparatory to becom- 
ing a Catholic.

Representative Louis Ludlow of 
Indiana recently introduced a_ bill 
which is designed to bring the 
United States government to the 
relief of churches and other religi- 
ous organizations and institutions 
that find themselves swamped with 
debt as a result of the ression. 

The bill of Representative Lad- 
low confers upon the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation authority 
to make loans directly to “institu-

The additional power delegated 
to the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration by the bill is in the form

Odyssey of His Soul) By Karl 


Adam. THE MACMILLAN CO.,, 
New York. $1.10 postpaid. 


We had intended a brief refer-/ 


ence to this intellectual analysis 
of the great St. Augustine a few 
weeks earlier, believing that some 
of our readers might find Dr. 
Adam’s penetrating excursions in- 
to the soul of this great Doctor of 
the Church not only spiritually 
stimulating to themselves but that 
the book might solve the problem 
of what to give to a seminarian 
friend about to be ordained. 

In our day we hear much about 
psychology. Regrettably, much 
that we hear is without foundation, 
hence there are thousands of peo- 
ple canting about the mind! 

Dr. Adam writes: “Among the 
great theologians, Augustine is 
pre-eminently the psychologist. In 
his psychological gift is rooted also 
his happy power of intuition, his 
faculty for tracking out the ulti- 
mate possibilities and implications 
of a doctrne by a certain prevision 
and instinct for the truth...” 

Again: “Augustine thinks and 


investigates as a living man, as one 


‘who in the first instance takes his 
| problems from his own inner self, 


| 


and who when a problem comes to 
him from without, refuses ever to 


‘regard it in mere isolation, always 


bringing it into relation with him- 
self. To that extent is his theo- 
logy a theology of experience. . .” 

There follows a comparison be- 
tween the subjective thinking of 
St. Augustine and the objective 
thinking of St. Thomas, the theolo- 
gian, which is most interesting.

Deceptive Ideas—Futile Hopes 


Last evening an overly fond 
mother was discoursing with the 
writer concerning her idolized 
three-year-old boy. A _ beautiful 
child he is, with a winning per- 
sonality, and a high potential man- 
power. But the mother is con- 
trolled by the child, and she has 
been completely subjugated by him 
since he was old enough in his 
baby way to understand he could 
conquer her; which is to say, be- 
fore he was thirty days old he 
knew when to shout, how to clutch, 
the many contortions to stage to 
effectively occupy the whole do- 
mestic stage twenty-four hours of 
each seven-day week. Not that he 
“played” all these many hours, but 
when his will was so inclined. 


This mother tells us that she ex- 
pects her boy to be perfect when 
he is grown, but confided that she 
was “fit to be tied” after wrest- 
ling with him all day. “I can’t do 
a thing with him ... he does the 
opposite to what I tell him to do. 
I can whip him a half dozen times 
a day and as many times he will 
defy me by the same act of dis- 
obedience.” She omitted to state 
that after she had shouted at him, 
because of her own wornout nerves 
‘and administered mild chastise- 
‘ments (they should be mild for a 
three-year-old), that she immedi- 
ately hugged him to her heart. 
Poor selfishly fond mother! 


To our query: “What will be- 
come of him when he _ grows 
older?” she confided that it would 
be different when he got older: 
that “he is smart enough to know 
whom to obey and how to get his 
way through peaceable acquiesc- 
ence, when necessary .. . he obeys 
his grandparents and strangers, 
through diplomacy ... he obeys 
his father, because he knows bet- 
ter than not to do so!” 


“But he ignores your wishes, 
wraps you around his baby fingers, 
realizing his power,” we expostu- 
lated. “And you have the super- 
vision of practically all his con- 
scious hours! You are the one who 
has the opportunity to form his 
character, to influence his tender 
heart, to direct his appreciations 
tewards the things that will lead 
him to God, to teach him to be 
obedient and unselfish, and to fit 
him to become a useful member in 
society through early self control.” 


“You don’t know anything about 
children,” this mother remonstrat- 
ed... “Your own flesh and blood 
is different from every other child. 
He will be all right when he grows 
up, even though he is beyond my 
control now.”

This Sacrament of Baptism 
helps you to believe in God. When 
lots of strange thoughts run 
through your minds and you, as a 
child, wonder what you should be- 
lieve, just remember that Jesus 
promised to help your mind and 
your Faith and to draw you close 
to Himself. 

There are many things about 
the Sacraments that you younger 
children may not know nor under- 
stand. Yet there are many Tiny 
Tots who know every answer to 
the Catechism questions asked 
them.

Take a hundred 
lukewarm or indifferent Catholics 
and put them in the presence of 
death. You will hardly find a pair 
of them who will not humbly con- 
fess: “Lord God, I have sinned; 
forgive me; take me back into your 
grace and fold, and help ~e to do 
better.”
